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Introduction 


During  the  survey  of  studies  on  Southeast  Asia  carried  out  by  the 
East  Indies  Institute  in  1942-43,*  a  considerable  number  of  universities 
and  colleges  expressed  a  wish  to  add  to  their  curricula  courses  on  South¬ 
east  Asia. 

In  order  to  further  such  programs,  as  well  as  to  meet  constant  re¬ 
quests  from  other  educational  institutions,  government  agencies,  etc.  for 
information  on  specialists  able  to  lecture  at  the  present  time,  the  In¬ 
stitute  decided  to  compile  a  list  of  experts  able  and  willing  to  give 
either  courses  or  single  lectures  on  subjects  relating  to  Southeast  Asia. 
To  these  has  been  added  a  limited  number  of  scholars  who  propose  to 
lecture  on  neighboring  or  culturally  related  areas  (India,  East  Asia, 
Oceania,  Madagascar) .  The  data  given  in  the  list  were  based  on  replies 
to  questionnaires  circulated  to  the  experts  concerned,  and  the  fact  that 
these  replies  were  not  always  as  detailed  as  the  Institute  would  have 
wished,  is  responsible  for  the  lack  of  uniformity  in  the  information  given. 

The  East  Indies  Institute  of  America  wishes  to  make  it  clear  that 
it  does  not  in  any  way  function  as  a  lecture  agency.  It  leaves  to  the 
interested  institutions  the  initiative  of  obtaining  further  information  from 
other  available  sources,  and  making  arrangements  direct  with  those  who 
have  expressed  their  readiness  to  lecture.  The  Institute  will,  however, 
always  be  glad  to  help,  if  approached  to  give  advice  about  the  organ¬ 
ization  of  university  courses  or  lecture  programs.  For  its  own  records, 
it  would  also  appreciate  being  informed  of  any  engaments  for  courses 
or  lectures  brought  about  on  the  basis  of  this  list. 

It  is  regrettable  that  some  of  the  outstanding  specialists  on  South¬ 
east  Asia  could  not  be  included  in  this  list,  as  they  are  in  government 
service  or  overseas,  and  therefore  not  available  for  the  duration  of  hostil¬ 
ities.  At  the  end  of  the  war  it  is  intended  to  add  their  names  and  data 
in  a  supplement  to  this  list,  thus  almost  doubling  its  size. 

The  present  list  of  potential  lecturers  is  being  distributed  free  of 
charge  to  universities,  colleges,  interested  government  agencies,  museums 
and  learned  societies.  ,
